In addition to these 
favors accorded to us as individuals, we 
have especial occasion to express our 
hearty thanks to Almighty God that by 
nis prgvidpncc and guidiance our Gov- 
ernment established a century ago, has 
been enabled to fulfill the purpose of its 
founders in offering an asylum to the 
people of every race securing civil and 
religious liberty within in its bordert, 
and meeting out to Kvery individual 
alike justice and equality before the law.

The ukase of the C-ur authorized the 
Bank of Knsiiia to issue notes for 100- 
000,000 rubles, recsivmg cash subscrip-

terest. 
Estimating the rubles at 78 


cents, the amount would be equal to 
$78,000,000, which would yield to the 
government, at 92, the sum in cash of 
$71,760,00.

will be at the 


option of the government to redeem the 
uotsjs whenever it sees fit. Looking at 
the loan from an 
nnCnancUil point of 


view, the quickness with which it has 
been taken shows the uacotipromisiag 
spirit of the Russian people upon the 
questions at issue between Turkey and 
the Sclaves. It is an eloquent testimo- 
nial of the determination of the people 
that the Sclaves shall be free. 


FORMER PBESIUESTIAL IXAUGC- 


RiTIOSS. 


(Washington btar ) 


Notwithstanding the fact that a pres- 


idential inauguration is invaribly made 
a public ceremony, neither the constiv 
tution nor statutory law makes any 
provision for any public display on such 
occasions. 
By common consent, how- 


ever, inaugurations have taken place in 
public, and it it not likely the custom 
will ever be departed from. 
The official 


records of the government show that 
only on one occuion was the propriety 
of the practice questioned. 
This was 


at the second inauguration of Wash- 
ington, in 1793, in the city of Phila- 
delphia. 
The ceremony took place in 


the senate chamber, and the records 
show that on this occasion a question 
wag rained whether the oath of office 
should be taken by Gen. 'Washington 
privately or in public. 
The matter was 


discussed in a cabinet meeting, which 
decided for the public inauguration, 
Washington himself inclining to that 
mode. 
The constitution is also silent 


in regard to the place where the presi- 
dent shall take the oath of office. 
Offi- 


cial data shows that six presidential 
inaugurations—those of John Adams 
in 1797, Madison in 1809 and 1813, 
Monroe in 1821, John Adams in 1825 
and Jaokson in 1833—have taken place 
it the halt of the House of Represent 
tatives. Four of those—Washington 
in 1789 and 1793, and Jefferson in 
1801 and 1805—have taken place in 
the Senate Chamber, and twelve in1 


augurations have taken place on the 
eutern portico of the capital. 


The first inauguration on the eastern 


portico was that et James Monroe, in 
1817. 
This precedeat was not followed 


until 1829, when Jackson was inaugas 
rated on the same spot. His next in- 
auguration, however, took place in the 
hall of the House, but thereafter the 
incoming president took the oath and 
delivered his inaugural address from 
the east front of the Captol. 
The 


constitution and statutes failing to pre 
scribe the manner in which the oath of 
office shall be taken, or the place where 
it shall be taken, there ia nothicg to 
prevent the incoming president from 
qualifying privataly before any person 
authorised bj law to administer oaths, 
from sending hit inaugural in writing 
to Congress, and from entering upon 
h i duties whenever the term of office 
begins.

"LET US HATE PEACE." 


(From the Chicago Tribune.) 


Perhaps the most effective support 


given Mr. Tilden during the decent 
campaign was that of the New York 
Sun. 
It made a bold, aggressive and 


tireless fight for him. It struck out 
irom the shoulder all the time. It did 
more work for him than a thousand 
Clarkson N. Potters. 
It is just as con- 


fident as Potter that Tilden has been 
elected, and that be ought to be inaug- 
urated. 
But it refuses to acquiesce in 


ths Potter scheme for Mexicanizing 
this country. 
In a recent article it 


e the following advica, which we 


commend tu those gory minded Demoi 
crats who like Arteinus Ward, are will 
ing that all their first wile's relations 
should go to war with Tilden : 


Thus, if it shall be found on an in- 


spection of the certificates of the Elec- 
toral Colleges, when they are opened in 
;he pre»em<• of the two Houses, that 
Mr. Hayes has received 18o votes, or 
more, that result must be accepted by 
the people as the legal result, whatever 
may havs been the frauds committed in 
Louisiana or any other State in taking, 
or returning, or counting the popular 
vote. It is perfectly proper for Congress 
to ascertain the fact of such frauds in an 
authoritative and conclusive manner for 
the information of the people, but the 
certainty that there are such frauds can 
not affect the legally-certified election. 
Hr. Hayes mutt be inaugurated and ac- 
knowledged as president, even if the le- 
gal result Is so tainted by fraud that 
jonest men revolt at the very thought of 
what they must; submit to. There ii no 
alternative but civil war; and that forms 
an unnecessary and inadequate remedy, 
and is not to be thought of. If Hayes 
shall be declared president, with grave 
reason to believe that he has not been 
honestly and fn.irly entitled to have the 
electoral votes of certain States, he and 
aia party must bear the consequences.— 
Those consequences, if his opponents 
are wise, will be, not that his title to the 
office is to be resisted, but that the peo- 
ple are to be appealed to to use their 
constitutional and peaceful method of 
redressing all wrongs and punishing all 
outrages—namely, by the ballot box.— 
No such appeal can be made if the coun- 
try is to be plunged into anarchy by de- 
nying Hayes' title to the office. 
Our 


government must be preserved and per- 
petuated, and that it may be, grievous as 
the wrong may be that takes from Til- 
den States in which he has certainly car- 
ried a majority of the popular vote, we 
must submit t» that wrong in the entire 
certainty that the party responsible for 
it will in due time bo rewarded with po- 
litical annihilation. 


This attitude is patriotic and com- 


mendable. 
If Mr. Hayea has a major- 


ity of tho electoral votes, and the peo- 
ple of the country are satisfied that he 
obtained the vote of a single State by 
fraud, the Republican, party will have 
to suffer for it. 
There ia no occasion 


to go to war about it,—for this would 
punish the whole country, the defraud- 
ed as well as the defrauders; punish- 
ment will be meted out and right vindi- 
cated much more surely in a peaceful 
way. 
If Mr. Tilden is found to have a 


majority of the e lectors, it will be a 
bare majority; and if the American 
people are satisfied that majority was 
obtained by overawing the Republican 
voters of Mississippi, Alabama, Louisi- 
ana, Florida and South Carolina, they 
will take their revenge in » lawful way 
when the lawful time shall come around. 
Meanwhile, the 
balance of 
power, 


whether Hayes or Tilden ba inaugurat- 
ed, will be so even that no radical meas- 
ures, insufferably odious to either party, 
can be carried out. 
If Mr. Tilden goei 


in, he will have a small majority in the 
House and a political opposition in the 
Senate; if Mr. Elaye. goes in, he will 
bave a small majority in the Senate and 


political opposition in the House. 
In 


either event, both parties must be on 
their good behavior or suffer the conse- 
quences. The fight now is merely a 
ight for spoils, under these circumstan- 
ces, and we do not believe the Ameri- 
can people think enough of the 60,- 
300 republican 
officeholders, 
or the 


60,000 democrats who will succeed to 
their places in the eveat of Tilden's 
success, to go to war about them. 


"Let us have peace" in any case. 


We call upon tho influential newspapers 
and party leaders of the democrats to 
join with the Sun and admonish the 
act headed partisans to cease their 
threats of resistance. 
They are terrify- 


ing the country, destroying confidence, 
and prostrating business. 
Everything 


is held in abeyance awaiting the re- 
sult of the electoral vote. 
The modera- 


tion of the republicans has convinced 
the country that there is nothing to 
apprehend in case they are counted out; 
no resistance is contemplated to the in- 
auguration of Tilden if he have a maj- 
ority of electoral votes.no matter how 
small er how it was obtained. The peo- 
ple demand the same patriotism from 
the democrats. The integrity of the 
Union, the peace of the country, and 
the prosperity of business are more dear 
to every patriotic citizen than any one 
man, than any GO,000 offices, than any 
political party. 
We do not comment 


upon the bad spirit already shown by 
the democrats, but it can scarcely have 
failed to leave its impress on that large 
das* of independent voters who voted 
for Tilden at the late election.

THE despair of the present political 


situation in the South is inequality of 
representation. 
But for negro suffrage, 


the Southern States would have only 
about 104 or 105 electoral votes, instead 
of 138. In the days of slavery, in 
making up the basis of representation, 
three fifths of the negroes were count- 
ed, and efen then, on the Northern

denied any political 


rights. 
By every condition of fairness 


and justice, either the blacks should be 
illowedjto vote according to their senti- 
ments, without fear or restraint, or the 
whites of tha South should Cease to 
claim a double representation, to which 
they are not entitled|pohtically, legally, 
or morally.
